REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed 7/02/2009 has been entered. Claims 5, 16, 27, 38 have 
been cancelled. Claims 1-4, 6-15, 17-26, 28-37, and 39-50 are pending in this Office 
action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -4, 6-1 5, 1 7-26, 28-37, and 39-50 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kim et al, 
Felgentreff et al, Sung et al fail to disclose or suggest wherein the processing 
subsystem is configured to cover different portions of an initial data stream, each portion 
comprising an l/Q pair of modulated symbols and each portion being of a different 
quantity of modulated symbols, to be transmitted on a first wireless communication 
channel with at least two different-length spreading codes such that each spreading 
code covers each l/Q pair. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
